“THE TIMES.” 
The Gauge of Battle Thrown Down 
and the Jury Secured—Trial Ad- 
Journed Until Monday — Matri- 
mony in the Courts—A Boyish 
Bridegroom:

The libel suit of W. A. Ray of Pasa- 
dena against the Times-Mirror Com- 
pany was begun yesterday morning be- 
fore Judge Lucien. Shaw, in Dep 
ment No. 5 of the Superior Court. The 
plaintiff is an elderly man, and has 
sued TRE Times for $50,000 on account 
of an article published in the paper 
March 7, 1889. 

The article referred to the rumored 
relations of ‘ta well-known Pasadena 
banker“ with two women. It stated 


that an old lady from Oakland estab- 


lished herself in a fashionable board- 
ing-house in Pasadena, and was soon 
followed by a handsome young lady 
whom she introduced as her daughter; 
that it was whispered about that the 
banker paid her marked, attentions,”’ 
and after a time rumor had it that the 
young woman “was shortly to become 
a mother,” and that the banker was 
liable to be sued for seduction, but 
that it was said to be a blackmailing 
scheme put up by the woman. The 
article referred to the fact that the 
banker is, or was then, a member of 
the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion, a member of the Prohibition 
party and achurch member, and ven- 
tured to suggest that if the rumor was 
true, the actor in those several roles 
had need of regeneration, or words to 
that effect. 

Although the banker's name was not 
mentioned, W. A. Ray promptly put 
the cap upon his head and sued 
THe Tres for libel, and the case has 
been pending ever since, 

When the case was called yesterday 
morning there was quite a crowd of 
spectators in attendance.

FIRST ROUND FOK THE MAYOR. 


The $100,000 in School Bonds 
Signed and Funded. 
The only item of interest about the 
City Hall yesterday was the signing of 
the $100,000 school bonds, which had 
been purchased by the Southern Cali- 
fornia National Bank. When the 
bonds were ready for His Honor’s sig- 
nature, he declined to affix it, unless 
the money should be deposited in the 
vaults of the City Treasury. He told 
the Treasurer plainly that, as there 
was already $306,000 of the city funds 
in the hands of banks that were pay-

another bank stood ready and anxious 
to pay 5 per cent. interest, and secure 
the city by a half-miilion-dollar bond,

Treasurer Johnson did not know 
just what to do in the premises, and 
declined to take any action. The 
Mayor stood firm, and a deadlock re- 
sulted. 

In the mean time, the bank which 
had purchased the bonds was anxious 
to get possession of them, as it had the 
money to pay for them tied up in its 
vaults. 
Mayor Hazard, however, refused to 
recede from the position he bad taken, 
and it was not until yesterday that 
the matter was finally adjusted by 
Treasurer Johnson agreeing to make 
the money received a special deposit 
with the Safe Deposit Company, and 
to pay it out only on warrants on the 
public school fund. 8 
On this agreement Mayor Hazard 
yesterday signed the bonds, and at 4:30 
o’clock the cash was turned over by 
the bank. The amount was $103,680.44, 
and was paid iu gold coin. The money 
was transferred to the Safe Deposit 
vaults by a detail of policemen, under 
the supervision of Chief Glass, and 
Capt. Roberts, Detectives Bosqui, 
Auble, Bowler and Leverich made up 
the detachment. 

The result is quite a victory for the 
Mayor in the fight over the custody of 
the city’s funds.

A SruRx LINE TO THE SOL- 
DIERS’ HOME. 


The Southern Pacific Building It 
from Vervain Station—President 
' Manvel as a Practical Railroad 
Opener — The Transcontinental 
Association — A Fool Fireman 
| and an Engine. 


It has been more or less of an incon- 
venience to get to the Soldiers’ Home 
near Santa Monica ever since it was 
established. For a while the Los An- 
geles and Pacific road ran by its doors, 
but when that road shut down people 
who wished to visit the home had to 


Pacific and drive a distance of four 
miles or walk two and a half miles 
from the little station, Vervain, to the 
home. Hundreds of visitors to Los 
Angeles have been anxious to see the 
home, but for these reasons they have 
remained away, and one of the princi- 
pal features of Southern California has 
escaped the eastern tourist. Some 
weeks ago the situation was put be- 
fore the Southern Pacific Company by 
several prominent citizens of Los An- 
geles, and the construction of a branch 
line from Vervain to the home was 
begun. The work is progressing rap- 
idly, and in a few weeks regular trains 
will be run from Los Angeles to the 
home. 

Allen Manvel, president of the Santa 
Fé system, is again on his way to 
Southern California. Mr. Manvel was 
out here a short time ago, just after 
his election, and it is a little surprising 
to railroad men that he should return 
so soon. The boys about the Santa Fé 
offices tell a good story about how Mr. 
Manvel pulled off his coat and went to 
work when his train butted up against 
the big washout, near Winslow, on the 
line of the Atlantic and Pacific, last 
Sunday. Mr. Mauvel left his snug 
coach as soon as the train stopped, 
and in a few minutes he was as hard 
at work as any section-hand in the em- 
ploy of his company. But few of the 
men knew Mr. Manvel by sight even, 
and when they saw him, shovel in 
hand, they thought he was a new séc- 
tion boss from some other road. It 
was mainly through Mr. Manvel’s 
energy that the road was opened as 
soon as it was, for no one who viewed 
the washout believed it could be 
repaired inside of a week. Even after 
Mr. Manvel got the road cleared so that 
his train could pass he would not de- 
sert the men who had worked so faith- 
fully with him in water and mud up to 
their waists, but stayed with them un- 
til the road was in perfect condition. 
It 1s evident that some of the opera- 
tors who sent out dispatches to the ef- 
fect that the road would not be open 
for a week did not know what kind of 
stuff Mr. Manvel is made of. The 
president is now out on the line some- 
where looking over the damages, but he 
will be in this city in a few days. 

During the next two weeks quite a 
number of prominent railroad men will 
visit Los Angeles. They will come 
from all over the United States to at- 
tend the meeting of the Transcon- 
tinental Association,

meetings ever held on this coast, and 
itis believed that all the disagree- 
ments that have occurred in the asso- 
ciation will be settled. Oneof the 
most important matters to come before 
the association will be the motion on 
the part of several of the roads west of 
the Missouri River to abolish round- 
trip tickets to the Pacific Coast. The 
Soutbern Pacific and the Santa Fé will 
makea hard-fight against this move, 
and it is to be hoped that they will get 
away with the fight, for thousands of 
people visit the coast now who would 
not come if they could not get round- 
trip rates. The following roads will 
be represented in the convention: The 
Santa Fé, Southern Pacific, Union 
Pacific, Northern Pacific, Burlington, 
Northwestern, Rock sland, Rio 
Grande Western, Missouri Pacific. St. 
Louis and San Francisco, Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas, St. Joseph and 
Grand Island, and the Texas Pacific. 
There came near being a serious ac- 
cident at the Santa Fé depot yesterday 
afternoon, when freight train No. 148 
pulled into the yards. Engineer Rus- 
sell left his cab to register in the train 
dispatcher’s office, and left the engine 
in charge of the fireman. . The en- 
gineer had hardly turned his back 
when the fireman thought he would 
test the speed of the engine, so he 
started her up and in acouple seconds 
she was speeding across the yards at a 
fearful rate. The engineer heard the 
puffing, and looked around just in time 
to see his engine making off. He 
started on the dead run aiter the en- 
gine, which had been uncoupled from 
the train, yelling at the top of his voice 
to the fireman to stop her. The yard 
master did the same thing, but the 
festive fireman was bent on having a 
good time, and the chances are that 
he would have been going yet could he 
have reached the main line. A switch 
headed him off, and before 
he knew where he was, the en- 
ine was floundering in the mud and 
e was picking himself up. Fortun- 
ately, but little damage was done. Ihe 
engine escaped injury when it jumped 
the track, and the wild fireman got off 
with afew bruises, He had no ex- 
planation, other than that he wished 
to see if he could run an engine alone. 
He got his information, but itis doubt- 
ful whether he will ever ride on another 
engine, for he was discharged in about 
five minutes. 
Day before yesterday one of the 
worst sandstorms ever known in Ari- 
zona was raging along the line of the 
Atlantic and Pacific, iu the vicinity of 
Flagstaff. Ibe track was covered 
with sand for miles, and had to be 
shoveled off before the trains could 
— The trains were delayed 24 
ours. People who were in the 
storm say it was the most terrible sight 
they ever witnessed. Trains were 
compelled to tie up as soon as the 
storm struck them,, and for a while it 
— as if much damage would be 
one.

he, for one, was in favor of bringing 
che matter to the attention of the Gov- 
ernor, and asking him to appoint the 
commissioners under the State law. 

Commissioner Bryant thought that 

if the Council still retused to pay the 
bills they should apply for writs of 
mandamus and also call the attention 
of the Governor to the state of affairs 
existing. 
Commissioner Bryant then took the 
floor on the Westlake Park. He said 
that the wall on the nortu side of the 
park, on Ward street, which is an ab- 
solute necessity, can not be completed 
because the Council refused to pur- 
chase a few barrels of lime and ce- 
ment, and, after some ‘discussion, on 
bis motion, the Superintendent was 
instructed to purchase five barrels of 
cement and 10 barrels of lime. Two 
lawn-mowers, he said, are also needed 
for the Westlake Park at once, and 
water-closets are also an absolute ne- 
cessity, and, on motion, the Superin- 
tendent of Parks was instructed to see 
about having the closets constructed. 


Sunday last, notwithstanding the cold 
weather, 104 persons were counted in 
the Westlake Park, and more seats are 
needed for their accommodation.

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DOUBLE MURDER 


LAND QUARREL IN 
OASTACA CANON, 


George Waltham and D. Cook Shot 


by W. ©. Chormicle—The Men 
Lose Their lives in Attempting 
to Put a Shanty on a N 
mont Claim.

The quarrel in Castaca Calon, | near 


Newhall, between the Chormicles aud 


several other settlers on railroad lands 
came to a bloody ending yesterday 
morning, when two men met deuth. 
The news was brought to this city by 
W. H. George, who has taken a hand 
in the quarrel to the extent of having 
two of the Chormicle boys arrested for 
tearing down his fence, but he claims 
to have had nothing to do with the 
shooting of yesterday. To a Times re- 
porter Mr. George gave the following 
account of the tragedy: : 
“Three days ago George Waltham. 
young man who has been in the set- 
ement about three months, hauled 
some lumber to section 23, on which he 
had flied a homestead. The land is 
railroad land, but there is a dispute 
between the Government and the . 
road company, and this dispute has 
caused all the trouble in that part of 
the. country.

The news of the tragedy spread 
like wildfire, and in a short time the 
whole neighborhood was aroused. 
Some one started for Newhall! to no- 
tify the constables, and at 1:30 they 
were on the track of the murderers, 
but, when I left. no trace of them had 


been found, and I don’t think they 


have been arrested. 
“When I reached the scene of the | 


tragedy, I found that Cook was still 


alive, and, from the looks of his 
wound, wo ‘thou ht he would recover. 
His wound was dressed, and all that 
was possible was done for him, but he 
died in about three hours after the 
shooting. Only one ball struck him, 
and, as near us I can judge, it passed 


near the heart. 


“Waltham was dead ben we 
reached him, so we did not disturb him, 


but left his remains for the Coroner;

“Obhormicle is one of the best- 
known men in that section. He is 


about 60 years of age and has several

several of his sons run the ranch in 
the cafion a short distance from where 
the shooting took place. He has ry 
stood well, and up to the other day he 
has taken but little interest in the 
quarrels.

Lieut. Maxfleld Tells of Their 

Origin. 
San Fnaxcisco, Feb. 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Concerning weather predic- 
tions today Lieut. Maxfield, superintendent 
of the United States Signal Service depart- 
ment on the Pacific Coast, was asked when 
the trade winds this year might be 
expected. He replied: “The trade 
winds, or geheral westerly winds, 
of the summer months have no settled time 
of coming, and the snows on the mountains 
have a tendency to deflect the western 
movement southward, so that we shall have 
a late season and slight spring rains. The 
cause of the marked movement of the 
atmosphere, known as trade winds here, 
is the large plains of Nevada and 
Utah, and their gradual heating in summer.

THE RECLAMATION OF ARID) 


LANDS IN THE WEST. 


vast Importance of the Subject— 
What Water Will Do—Methods 
of Irrigation in Vogue—"Water 
I Evérything”—The Interest and 


Daty of the Goyernment, 


popular Science Monthly.1 

There is no more striking difference 
between the inhabitants of the east- 
ern and western United States than 
the degree of their familiarity with: 
the word “irrigation.” And there will 
never be a profounder aifference than 
will. be engendered by the thing it- 
self. The eastern farmer irrigates his 
cabbage and tomato plants when he 
first transplants them, His wife irri- 
gates her flowers. The city gentleman 
irrigates his lawn. But the idea of 
watering a whole farm—not a New 
England patch.“ but a western ranch 
of trom fifty to fifty thousand acres— 
seems a financial absurdity. What 
the eastern farmer could not produce 
without such expensive cultivation he 
would say was not worth producing. 

Equally incredible.will seem farming 
without irrigation to the generation 
now growing to manhood over a large 
part ot the Pacific Coast. To them it 
will seem an absurdity not to have the 

Water as fully under your own control 

asthe land. Thoy would not want to 
cultivate land if they bad to take 
chances on there being neither too 
much nor too little rain, 

What would surprise the eastern 
farmer still more, if he knew it, is 
that thousands of acres of land. in- 
tended for nothing but hay Bae pas- 
ture, are not only irrigated from 
ditches a dozen miles long, but mast 
first be leveled down with road-scrap- 
ers, and often the grading costs $25 an 
acre. This, however, applies oaly to 
certain forms of irrigation. My pres- 
ent purpose is to describe a number of 
different ways of irrigation which 1 
have seen exemplified on a large scale. 

The simplest plan is with a street- 
sprinkler. It is profitable on certain 
crops of high value per acre. For irri- 


tuken off the wagon and a straight 
stream conveyed by a short hose to the 
roots. I have seen vineyards of 100 
acres Watered in this way. Itischiefly 
used in tiding young vineyards and 
orchards over the first year, on land 
which thereafter will need no irriga- 
tion. It always struck me rather com- 
ically to see a street-sprinkler mean- 
dering over a field, 30 miles from the 
nearest town, as if it had got lost and 
was groping about and trying to find 

to its native haunts. 

In such case the original source of 
the water may bea well or a mountain 
cafion. I confess it still staggers me 
to see the miles of iron pipe, through 
which a stream of irrigating water 
must often be carried from the moup- 

“tain spring to the “hearest . 
whereon it isto be used. A two-inch 
pipe, by the time it is laid, costs any-

A windmill pumps the 
water into a high tank, which gives it 
the pressure needed for sprinkling. 


the barn, in the garden, in the orchard, 
and at other points. With plenty of 

the fire protection is ad- 
mirable. The farmer’s wife is as well 


off as her city cousin in the 
matter of water conveniences. 
Running through iron pipes near 


the surface of a blistering-hot soil, the 
water gels warm, not to say hot, and 
0 it does standing in the tank over 
the well. When wanted for drinking, 
itis put into a porous earthen jar, 
culled an olla, and the evaporation of 
the large part which soaks through the 
jar cools the contents. Always ju the 
morning and nearly always through- 
out the day, you can get a drink as 
cool as the stomach ought to have. 
Sometimes a barrel, covered with a 
cloth kept wet, is used for the same 
purpose. 

The water thus piped to various 
points on the farm is sometimes car- 
ried from the hydrants through ditches 
Which run along the highest parts of 
the ground. ‘These ditches ure the 
simplest possible in construction. 
They go wiuding about like natural 
a furrow of the 

rge farm-plow answersevery purpose. 
For the capillaries of the sidaakdiian 
the furrows made between the rows of 
vegetables in cultivating them are 
quite sufficient. When you have irri- 
gated afew rows,a hoeful or two of 
earth applied to each furrow stops the 
water from them, and then the dam is 
removed farther down the main stream 
and more rows are irrigated in the 
same way. 

The method of irrigating trees is 
different. A circular depression, with 
A raised rim, is made about the tree. 
In a large orange orchard this is done 
with a machine—a kind of complicated 
scraper dragged around each tree by 
horses. The saucer thus formed may 
be fifteen or twenty feet, but is usually 
much less, in diameter. The water is 
turned into it from a hose or through a 
sirface ditch. An orange grove never 
looks prettier than when thus prepared 
for irrigation. Sometimes, instead of 
the circular basin about each tree,

Her articles are of a 
descriptive character, and she acts as 
a regular correspondent for several 
prominent journals. She is a blonde 
and far more eyes were cast on her 
during the proceedings by judge, jury, 
attorneys and spectators than upon 
any of the other interested parties in 
he case. 

Late last fall Mrs. Holmes made an 

reement with W. L. Vail, manager 
of the Star, to write up several of the 
villas of the town where boarders are 
entertained. Ten dellars was to be 
charged for each article, and it was 
mutually agreed that the writer was 
to receive 50 per cent. of the entire 
amount paid for the work. Among 
the places written up were W. E. 
Cooley’s, Mrs. Bang’s Arroyo Vista, 
Howard Place, Dr. Shumway’s Sani- 
tarium and Mrs. E. B. Dexter’s. Each 
of the above parties agreed to pay $10. 
The agreement with Mrs. Bangs was 
that there was to be a cut of her prop- 
erty printed for the sum named. As 
the cut did not appear her bill was re- 
duced to 85. 

Mrs. Holmes, it appears, wrote the 
articles. They were published in the 
daily Star, and later appeaied in the 
annual edition. After their appear- 
ance in the daily edition, Mrs. Holmes 
called on Mr. Vail and asked for her 
share of the money. In fact, she said 
yesterday, under oath, that she asked 
five or six times, but the cash was not 
forthcoming. Being professedly badly 
in need of funds, she then called on 
Mrs. Cooley, from whom she collected 
$10, and later een Mrs. Bangs, who 
paid her 85. The $15 Mrs. Holmes 
kept as part payment for her services. 
Lateron the Star editors demanded 
that she give up this money, on the

THE ARROYO, PARK. 


Work Progressing on Mr. Scoville’s 
Project. 

When the flood came along a month 
or more ago and swept away in a night 
J. W. Scoville’s expensive dam and 
machinery and the bridge built by him 
across the Arroyo Seco west of town, 
the feeling was generally expressed 
that the park project which Mr. Sco- 
ville had in mind, and which has 
already been detailed by Tue TDis, 
would be abandoned. But the projector 
is not that kind of a man, for the work- 
is being carried on with renewed en- 
er A TIMES — yesterday vis- 
ited the scene of operations, and a 
busy place it is. Mr. Scoville was 
found on the bank of the stream at 
work with a transit locating 
the position for a new water 
wheel. I'm glad the old 
works were washed away,“ 
he said: It displayed their weak 
points and l'm now going to build 
something that will stay. Improve- 
ments, you know, constantly suggest 
themselves. Buildings which were 
built in Chicago ten years ago and 
which were then considered perfect are 
now being torn down to make room for 
better ones.

Work will be begun at once on the 
new dam. It will rest on wooden 
foundations 24 feet in width and filled 
in with stone.

. | built on a plan original with Mr. Sco- 


ville. It consists of heavy planks, 
overlapping and widening in a down- 
ward direction. At either end the 
— inter join with others running 
n an opposite direction and 
which are strongly bolted together. 
The dam proper will be about twelve 
feet in width and rise six feet above 
the surface of the water at its ordi- 
nary — 1 A movable top three feet 
high will be placed on the dam in sum- 
mer time. The central part of the 
structure will be filled in with loose 
rocks. An opening will be cut in the 
solid rock at the west end of the dam 
for the water-wheel and pumphouse 
so that these will be free from ali 
danger from storm water. 

Workmen are tearing down the old 
wall above where the dam will span 
the water. This will be replaced.by a 
heavier and higher one, built 
of rocks cemented together, and 
extending, back several hundred 
feet. This wall aud the steep bank 
that rises on the opposite side of the 
arroyo will form the boundaries of a 
lake of surprising beauty. 

Yesterday the abutments for the 
bridge which will form part of the 
boulevard now building between here 
and Los Angeles were completed. The 
work has been performed if anything 
better than the contract called for, 
and is proof against almost anything 
except an earthquake, Mr. Scoville 
has notified the supervisors of the com- 
—— of his part of the job, and the 

ridge will likely be put in place be- 
fore many days have elapsed. 


South America's Blizzard. 
[Cleveland Daily Herald.] 

A strange natural phenomena is the 
pampero, a South American storm 
wind. Itis thus described: A light 
breeze had been blowing from the 
northeast, but had steadily increased 
in ferce; and brought with it the 
heated air of the tropics, whicb, pass- 
ing over a treeless pampa country, ex- 
poseito the burning sun-rays of a 
clear sky, 80 Warms up the atmosphere 
on the shores of the Rio de la Plata 
that its effect upon human beings is 
exceedingiy bad. This state of things 
generally lasts for a week or longer, 
until the stifling heat becomes unbear- 
able, and the inhabitants are seen rest- 
ing in grass hammocks or lying on bare 
floors, incapable of exertion. How- 
ever, relief is close at hand. A little 
cloud no bigger than a man’s hand”’ is 
first seen to rise above the water, then 
the heavens grow black with clouds, 
and the battle of opposing winds be- 
The pampero advances with its 
artillery well in front; forked flashes of 
vivid lightning, followed by peals of 
thunder, bear down upon the foe; who, 
quite up to the moment of attack 


is fiercely discharging its fiery 
breath on the surrounding re- 
gions. The inhabitants now 


climb on the azorteas, or flat roofs, 
to watch the struggle and to be the 
first to participate in the delicious re- 
lief brought by the pampero to their 
fevered bodies. Far out on the river 
a curious sight may be seen, the op- 
posing waves, raised by the rival 
winds, meet like a rush of cavalry in 
wild career; their white horses with 
foaming crests dash themseives against 
each other and send clouds of dazzling 
spray high in the air, this being 
backed by an inky sky, renders the 
scene most imposing.

pay. Nothing was grown but hay and 
pasturage. 

The checks are leveled, if not already 
sufficiently level. They are flooded ore 
at a time. In flooding check No. 1, 
head-gate No. 1 is opened and No. 2 
closed. As soon as the whole surface 
of this check has been covered with 
water, head-gate No, 2is opened, and 
the same flood runs back into the ditch 
and down into check No. 2, and so on. 
The water is kept on the land but a 
short time. In warm weather the 
flooding is done mostly at night. The 
basins or checks formed by the dikes 
are not filled with water. 

Alfalfa hay is cut four or five 
times a year, and the land is 
flooded after each cutting, Twelve 
tons a year per acre are not a rare 
crop, though less is commoner than 
more. For wheat and other ceréals 
one good flooding is enough. 

A good deal of California land has 
been over-irrigated. Alkali has been 
brought on or brought up, the soil has 
been made heavy, pools have been 
formed from the seepage,“ and 
orchards and vineyards have been 
spoiled. After a field has been irri- 
gated for a few years it becomes sat- 
urated, and wells dug in it soon reach 
water. It no longer needs so much 
water, and its former supply may be 
carried on to reclaim new deserts. 
How much a single river will reclaim, 
only give it time enough, can be 
vaguely guessed. Thousandsof acres 
in the San Joaquin Valley have been 
placed beyond the need of further irri- 
gation. The whole valley was once a 
desert. A part of it seems beyond 
the reach of any irrigation, except 
what can be done during the rainy sea- 
son. The coast mountains do not fur- 
nish living streams, and the Sierra 
Nevada water must run up hill to cross 
the valley and climb the western slope. 
How to get it over there is a problem 
vexing many minds. Several com- 

anies have been formed, and surveys 

ave been made, for doing the work on 
different plans. One company 28 
poses to lay iron pipes about fifty 
miles, at a cost of several millions of 
dollars. Another would carry the 
water in an open ditch above ground. 
At the lowest part of the valley- 
trough the ditch would have to be at 
least fifty and ought to be at least one 
— feet above ground for several 
miles. 

Under a new law of California, irri- 
gation districts may be formed, anda 
vote taken as to what, if any, mains 
shall be constructed. A majority of 
residents rule. The minority, if the 
own land, help foot the bill. So do all 
non-resident land-owners. 


aforesaid are proposed would contain 
about eight hundred thousand acres.

With. plenty of water the land, now 
practically worthless, would be well 
worth $100 an acre. 

It will be readily admitted that such 
gigantic schemes of irrigation as these 
must raise new questions of both civil 
law and political economy. The con- 
stitutional conventions of the — 
admitted States spent some time in 
wrestling with the problem of water 
rights. In all our arid regions prop- 
erty in land involves property in water. 
If, by going higher up the river or 
cafion, your neighbor may divert and 
use the water you have depended on, 
he might as well be permitted to take 
your land also, for it is valueless with- 
out the water. Litigation over these 
water rights has already given the Cal- 
ifornia courts much to do, at heavy 
expense to litigants. 

The rights themselves vary. In 
some cases one man or corporation 
owns the water, while another merely 
bas the perpetual right to a share of it 
on the payment of areasonable rate. 
But this right pertains to a particular 
body of land; and not to the person. 
In other cases each landholder is a 
shareholder in the water company. 
The difference appears on the face of 
the stock certificate. In the furmer 
case the name of the association which 
has tapped, say, the Alpine Cafion 
will be Alpine Water Company,’ 
while in the latter case it will be Al- 
pine Land and Water Company.“ 

There are a good many of these land 
and water companies composed of 
farmers. Here is a new element intro- 
duced into farm life—an element 
of business and of codpera- 
tion. Sometimes it involves also 
an element of clunnishness; 
a 
to fighting over the same supply of 
water. In fact, as I have already ob- 
served, this necessity of irrigation will 
make the deepest of all the differences 
in personal character and habits of 
thought between the East and the 
West. Nobody will doubt that the in- 
stitution of property in land has an 
important influence on character. 
Why not, then, property in water? 
And while this may be said to exist in 
the East, it is rarely thought of, while 
‘in the. far West it is the thing most 
thought of and talked about. It is the 
main factor in human sustenance. 

The result is bound to be that 
East and West will take differ- 
ent views of life. Hence they are 
likely not to understand each other. 
At present this makes the less trouble, 
trom the fact that the East can so 
easily outvote the West. I mean, of 
course, the arid west. I think it a safe 
proposition that, when the country is 
all settled to a density everywhere 
corresponding with its fertility, the 
arid lands will outvote the regions 
needing no irrigation. And long: be- 
fore that time they will hold the bal- 
ance of power. 

Already the irrigants have secured 
from the non-irrigants the concession 
of an appropriation for surveys, 


and the appointmeut of a 
senatorial committee, which is 
now on its travels, studying 


the advisability of a great system of 
irrigating reservoirs to be built, or at 
least surveyed, at national expense; 
and in the latter case the demand will 
doubtless be for such disposal of the 
affected public lands as will make it 
worth some private citizens’ while to 
construct the reservoirs. 

The desert-iand act was intended to 
be a step in thut direction. Under that 
law the man who irrigates a square 
mile (640 acres) of desert land within 
three years after filing his entry, may 
buy it at $1.25 peracre. It must be 
land not capable of producing crops 
without irrigation, and 25 cents per 
acre must paid. at the date of 
entry. By the operation of this law, 
and by purchase of adjoining railroaa 
lands, asingle firm has a e

ownership of 400,000 acres of as good 
land as ever lay out of doors. The 
owners have carried over it the most 
gigantic system of, irrigation on this 
continent. They have divided up the 
waters of Kern River, and spread 
them out into a great artificial delta, 
They have now begun to sell their 
lands in small lots of 10, 20, 40 acres, 
and so on. I attended one of their 
auction sales and saw land which 10 
years ago was uninhabitable desert, 
knocked down at $50, $100 and even 
$150 an acre. The water rate is extra, 
und is so much per inch used. An 
inch is the amount that will run 
through an orifice an inch square in 
the course of a year,-uader a foyr-inch 
pressure. 
The desert-land act was not intended 
to put such large bodies of land in the 
session of-so few men. But any 
aw is apt to work that way. Where the 
stock of the water company is held by 
all the land-owners using, the land is 
often hypothecated as security for the 
assessments, and in default of pay- 
ment could only fall into the com- 
pany’s hands. What sort of land 


monopoly will grow up un- 
der it, the whole business 
of irrigation is too new to 


foreshadow. There is a bitter feeling 
already against certain large owners 
and syndicates. But it is doubtful 
whetber the still heavier enterprises of 
damming waters up in the cafions will 
ever be carried out by private purses, 
unless those who go into them are well 
assured of fee simple in still larger 
bodies of land. And that, I judge, is 
about what far western people mean 
when they say they don’t want the 
Government to dam the waters, but 
only te encourage private enterprise.“ 
The landscape effect of some of these 
irrigating systems are quite striking; 
sometimes pretty and sometimes de- 
pressing. 
are 50 feet wide. Such a stream of 
water, or a much narrower one, must 
form no insignificant part of the pic- 
ture on the eye of the traveler. If it 
is straight, sluggish, green, bare, it 
may be a nightmare in its oppressive 
ugliness. But where it winds about 
like a natural stream, as it often does 
in order to keep on high ground, and 
is shaded by trees planted hap-hazard 
along its banks, it is a * beauty.

I have 
talked with some hundreds of the in- 
habitants, and they seem as a rule to 
think otherwise. They do say, how- 


the general health since they learned 
to drink deep-well water instead of 
the surface water which seeps through 
from the ditches. Some neighbor- 
hoods have artesian water. The whole 
valley is hot as a furnace, and the 
steaming canals probably make it seem 
hotter than it would, and may breed 
malaria as well as frogs and mos- 
quitoes. 

The Secretary of the Interior is re- 
ported to have sent an agent to Euro 
to study the subject of irrigation. 
have acorps of engineers and a sena- 
torial committee studying it in Amer- 
ica. On the whole, it looks as it we 
ought to find out something about 
it. I bave made a special study of it, 
and find it quite interesting. There is, 
perhaps, no more striking application 
of science to agriculture. You must, 
know how to compute the mass of 
water that will flow through a ditch 
of a given size with a given fall. You 
must also know how much water will 
irrigate your particular piece of land. 
This will depend on its character as 
well as its size, and also on its annual 
rainfall. 

It is astonishing how much the 
commonest Californians know about 
rainfall records, Rain-gauges are kept 
everywhere. The morning after a 
shower the farmers, instead of merely 
informing one another that it has 
rained, fall to talking of the quantity 


that. My gauge showed .57 of an 
inch.“ a Farmer Jones. That 
makes 11.24 inches we have had this 
season, says Farmer Brown; last 
season up to this time we had 
13.42.“ And then they discourse of the 
precipitation yet needed to produce a 
arop without irrigation, or with partial 
irrigation, and the amount of irrigat- 
ing water that will be required. The 
morning paper will give the rainfall in 
hundredths of an inch for a number of 
points throughout the coast country. 

The size and strength of dams, head- 
gates, levees, etc., are matters requir- 
ing mathematical calculation of a del- 
icate kind. Johnstown tells with ter- 
rible earnestness how important it is 
that these calculations should be to 
the last degree accurate. A careful 
survey of the route of each important 
ditch is also — In fact, a 
number of sciences are involved in ir- 
rigating, but practice makes perfect.“ 
Little & little the western farmers 
are learning to depend more on culti- 
vation and less on irrigation. They 
find it better in many ways; they ‘now 
irrigate a greater area with the same 
amount of water. This bastens the 
day when the much-talked-of storage 
will pay.
